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REGULAR MEETINGS 
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President’s Report. 


Since my last annual report, two new buildings of three 
rooms each have been erected, one on Washington Boulevard 
and 64th Avenue, and one on Augusta Street, between Harvey 
and Cuyler Avenues. 

The grounds and buildings cost $47,000.00, and at the 
present writing (October Ist), five of the six rooms are occu- 
pied. 

The growth north of Chicago Avenue and west of Euclid 
has been such that it was necessary to rent two rooms and 
equip them for first grade pupils. These store rooms are not 
well arranged for light and ventilation. A careful canvass of 
this section indicates that one, and probably two more rooms, 
must be provided for 1903. 

To properly care for the pupils, a building should be 
erected on the school grounds north of Chicago Avenue, of 
either six or eight rooms, and it may be found possible to con- 
nect the two cottage buildings with a central section. This 
question is under consideration by the Board, and will prob- 
ably be presented to the voters at an early date.

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Report of the Committee on Buildings and 
Grounds, 


The Buildings and Grounds Committee had the usual 
amount of work on hand during the past season. 

A part of the walk on the 64th Avenue school property 
having been condemned, a cement walk was laid where 
ordered, as well as on the Lake street frontage of the High 
School property. 

The greater share of the redecorating done in the schools 
this season was at the High School. In accordance with the 
plan of this committee, which advocates tinting instead of 
papering in school rooms as being the more sanitary, the walls 
and ceilings of the assembly and class rooms and halls were 
stripped of the paper and tinted according to the general 
color scheme favored by the Prang Educational Company. 
New window shades—green in color—replaced the old ones; 
the woodwork was newly varnished, and much of the plumb- 
ing replaced by new. 

At the Central School new wooden sidewalks and plat- 
forms inside the grounds were laid. In this building the 
school room walls are so badly cracked that only papering is 
found practicable, and an ingrain paper similar in color to the 
tinting in other schools is here used. Several rooms were 
thus papered, the woodwork painted and varnished. A part 
of the roof of the building was shingled. During the past 
year it was found necessary to replace a furnace and rebuild a 
chimney used by the rooms occupied by the Principal and 
Superintendent as offices. Estimates for this work showed 
the advisability of installing the Yaryan heating system in 
these rooms. This change was accordingly made and has 
proven a wise one. 

The north Kenilworth School was struck by lightning 
the past season, necessitating some repairs, the expense of 
which was assumed by the insurance company, 
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The rooms of this school have also been tinted, painted 
and varnished. The Highland Avenue School has been re- 
decorated throughout. 3 

This year has seen the planicarried out of having every 
school room floor in each school scrubbed at least once a 
month, as well as during the vacation periods when the 
windows are washed and a general house cleaning instituted. 

The school grounds have had considerable attention paid 
them. The lawns are generally well kept; dead trees have 
been replaced, some new trees and shrubs planted as well as 
vines, the last being made the occasion of out-door exercises 
on Arbor Day. 

These have constituted the greater part of the work 
under the direct supervision of this committee, the usual 
details being looked after by the janitors of the several schools 
under the efficient direction of Mr. Powell.

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Superintendent’s Report. 


Medical Inspection. 


Where children are brought together in such large num- 
bers and are compelled to associate so closely as in the public 
schools, every measure possible should be used to protect the 
health of the children. It is a well known fact that disease 
spreads more rapidly in poorly ventilated and unclean rooms. 
Good ventilation and cleanliness are of first importance. The 
Board of Education has attempted to make our school rooms 
safer places for children by more frequent cleaning and by. 
free use Of antiseptics. Whenever disease germs are sus- 
pected to have found lodgment the rooms are promp ly 
fumigated. The teachers watch the children closely, and in 
all cases in which there is a suspicion of infectious disease 
from exposure to the same the child is sent home. The school 
authorities have no means of knowing where infectious disease 
exists. The burden of seeing that children do not attend 
school from families in which such diseases exist falls entirely 
upon the attending physician. He is not so situated that he 
can see to the matter. By some means the school authori- 
ties should be notified of the location at least of all quarantined 
houses. It is the duty of each parent to see that the children 
are prevented from association with other children where 
infectious diseases exist in the home. There should be a 
penalty for sending such children to school. There should be 
systematic medical inspection of the schools and expert ex- 
amination of all children returning to school after illness on 
the part of themselves or other members of the family. 

Defects in sight and hearing sometimes exist for several 
years before discovery on the part of the child or the parent. 
The child may not only suffer but be placed at a disadvantage in. 
his school work. In view of this fact the Board of Education 
caused an expert examination to be made of the eyes of the 
children in 1900 and 1901. Many children were found to 
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have some defect of the eye not before discovered. The in- 
spection should not only continue but should be extended to 
include defects in hearing. It is hoped such examination will 
be made during the next school year. 


Night School. 


In accordance with the custom a night school was in 
session for three evenings each week during the months of 
December, January and February. 

This school aims to give to any who have been limited in 
early education the rudiments of reading, writing and 
arithmetic. Forty-two young men and young women availed 
themselves of this school. The average attendance was 16. 
The earnest purpose shown by those present and the results 
secured in this short time show that the money was well ex- 
pended. 


Domestic Science. 


The year of work in domestic science for the girls of the 
seventh and eighth grades has proved interesting and profit- 
able. The eagerness with which the work was taken is 
evidence of a demand for it on the part of the patrons. To 
give a better understanding of the scope of this work an 
outline of the lessons in cookery planned for the seventh 
grade is here given.

The course embraces not only the processes in cooking 
but the chemistry of foods, the elements that are of value in 
the human body, the food stuffs that contain these elements 
and their proper preparation for use. The advanced course 
includes the preparation and serving of complete meals, the 
preparation of food for the sick, etc. 

Near the close of the last year the members of each class 
gave a reception to their mothers. Girls selected from the 
various classes also planned, cooked, and served several 
course dinners to invited guests. : 

The course in sewing includes: Practice in hand-sewing. 
Models are made in which the different kinds of basting 
stitches and seams are taught. These are applied in the 
making of simple garments. Study of material—growth and 
manufacture of cotton and linen. Later, different kinds of 
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hems, hem-stitching, plackets, mitered corners, patching. 
Linen drawing and marking; joining of laces and embroidery. 
Button-holes and ornamental stitches are taught the last half 
of the second year. 


Manual Training. 


In addition to the constructive work under the direction 
of the Supervisor of Drawing,provision has been made for more 
extended work by the boys of grades seven and eight under 
the direction of a special teacher. A room in the school at 
the corner of 64th Avenue and Washington Boulevard has 
been fitted up for thiswork. Benches to accommodate twenty 
boys have been provided, fitted with tools to work in wood 
and sheet metal. The boys will spend one school session of 
each week in this shop, taking the sessions during which the 
girls of the same classes are engaged in the work of domestic 
science. 


The Teacher. 


Good schools are possible only with good teachers in the 
class room. In the good teacher natural ability is funda- 
mental, but it is not all. Teaching has become sufficiently 
recognized as a profession to demand special preparation for 
the work, and is surely of sufficient importance to be placed 
on a par with the so-called learned professions. In Cook 
County, outside of the city of Chicago, there were employed 
ioeripol=1902, 769 teachers; Of these’ 190 were collece 
graduates and 405 normal school graduates. In selecting, 
teachers for our schools the effort is made to secure those with 
professional training and successful experience. 

It is only just that in the report of the work of theschools 
credit be given to the efficient and faithful teachers upon 
whom has fallen the burden of the work, and to whom we 
are indebted for all good attained.

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26 COURSE OF STUDY IN GRADES. 


In Drawing and Music the work extends through the en- 
tire course and is under the direction of the special teachers 
in these departments. 

The work in Spelling extends through all the grades. 
In addition to the daily lesson in spelling, the teacher is ex- 
pected to note all spelling in all written work and hold the 
child responsible for correct work. A spelling-book is in the 
hands of the pupils in grades 5, 6, 7 and 8. 

The work in Sctence extends through all the grades. In 
the fall and spring the lessons bear upon the work of nature 
about the children. Each winter a series of lessons upon the 
structure and care of the body is given. The injurious effect 
of the use of alcohol and tobacco are given. The work is 
planned to meet the requirements of the statute bearing upon 
the subject. 

The work in Domestic Science and Manual Training in 
grades 7 and 8 is outlined by the teachers in charge. 


Rules Of the Board of Education. 


1. The election of the President and members of the Board shall be at the 
time and in the manner prescribed by law; to-wit: on the third Saturday of 
April of each year, at which time a President and two members of the Board 
shall be elected. 

2. The Board shall, at the first regular meeting in each year, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, elect a Secretary and appoint the following Standing 
Committees : 

(1) Committee of three on buildings and grounds. 
(2) Committee of three on finance and auditing. 
) Committee of three on supplies. 
(4) Committee of three on teachers, text-books and course of study. 
(5) Committee of three on visiting. 
(6) Committee of three on insurance. 


Duties of the President. 


3. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of the 
Board and give the casting vote in case of a tie between the members thereof. 
He shall sign all orders for the payment of money ordered by the Board, and 
all bonds, notes, agreements or leases ordered to be executed by the Board. 
He shall have authority, upon request of the Superintendent, to dismiss any 
school temporarily, in case of emergency, when, in his judgment, it is desir- 
able, and perform such other duties as may be imposed upon him by the 
Board not in conflict with law. | 

In the absence of the President, or in case of his inability to act, the 
Board may appoint a President pro tem. from their number. 


Duties of the Secretary. 


4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a complete record of the 
proceedings of the Board, and of the receipts and expenditures, in such books 
and in such manner as the Board may prescribe. He shall sign all documents 
requiring the signature of the President, and notify all members in due time 
of all meetings. He shall be the custodian of all books of record, papers and 
other documents belonging to the district, and safely keep the same, subject at 
all times to examination by any member thereof, and lay before the Board at 
the meetings all letters and other documents that may come to him for that 
purpose. He shall refer all bills and claims presented.to the Board to the 
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respective committees to be audited, and when ordered paid shall draw orders 
on the Treasurer for the payment of the same. He shall keep stubs of all 
orders issued, stating thereon the party to whom and the purpose for which 
said order was issued, the amount thereof, and the funds on which the same 
was drawn. He shall hold his books, records and accounts, at all reasonable 
and proper times, subject to the inspection of the public, and annually prepare 
and publish the report required by the school law, together with such other 
items of interest and information as the Board may direct. He shall make out 
and collect all bills, receive all moneys due from incidental sources, and pay 
over the same to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor. 


Duties of Committees. 


Buildings and Grounds. 


5. It shall be the duty of this committee to take special charge of the 
school grounds and the buildings thereon; to make a careful examination of 
the premises annually, and oftener ifrequired; to report to the Board whatever 
improvements may be deemed necessary, with an estimate of the cost of same, 
and to recommend to the Board suitable persons to serve as janitors. 


Finance and Auditing. 


6. It shall be the duty of this committee to estimate as nearly as possible 
what the yearly expenses of the schools will be, including all salaries of 
teachers, principals and janitors, and the amount required for fuel, repairs, 
insurance, interest and bonds, etc., and to make a written report with recom- 
mendation to the Roard in June of each year, or at such other time as it may 
deem necessary; and to examine all bills and pay rolls, and report the same 
to the Board with its approval or objection. 


Supplies, 


7. This committee shall take into consideration the needs of the 
schools in respect to educational apparatus, books of reference, furniture, fuel 
and general supplies not specifically within the province of any other commit- 
tee, and with the advice of the Superintendent, shall recommend to the Board 
the purchase of the same, and when so ordered by the Board, shall make all 
such purchases, giving written orders for the same, and shall report or recom- 
mend to the Board in respect of all items of incidental and miscellaneous 
expense, 


Teachers, Text-books, and Course of Study. 


8. It shall be the duty of this committee to prepare, annually, and 
submit to the Board, a list of the teachers it may recommend for positions for 
the next school year, and recommend to the Board from time to time, 
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teachers that may be needed to fill vacancies during the year, stating the places 
they are expected to fill and the amount of salaries; to examine the course ot 
study and report to the Board such changes as may be deemed desirable. It 
shall examine all text-books that may be submitted to the Board for adoption, 
but shall have no power to make changes in the course of study or text-books 
without authority of the Board. 


Visiting. 
9. It shall be the duty of this committee to take especial charge of the 
Official visitation of the schools, and to report to the Board regularly in rela- 
tion thereto, with its recommendations as to administration; and any such 


suggestions or recommendations shall be communicated to the teachers, when 
considered necessary, only through the Superintendent or the Board. 


Insurance. 


10. It shall be the duty of this committee to keep the school property 
insured in such amounts as may be fixed by the Board, and report at the 
‘regular meetings in October and March, or oftener if requested to do so by 
the Board, the amount of insurance on each building and furniture, and give 
the names of the companies in which insured and the dates of expiration of 
policies. 


Meetings and Order of Business. 


11. The regular meetings of the Board shall be held the last Thursday 
of each school month, the hour of meeting shall be at 7:30 p. M., unless 
another hour be specified in the notice, and the following shall be the order 
of business : 

(1) Reading and approval of minutes. 
(2) Reports of Standing Committees. 
(3) Reports of Special Committees. 
(4) Reading of Communications. 

(5) ‘Report of Superintendent. 

(6) Unfinished Business. 

(7) New and Miscellaneous Business. 

Special meetings of the Board may be called by the President at any time 
and shall be called by the President whenever requested by two members of 
the Board. 


General Rules. 


12. No expense shall be incurred, nor shall any payments be made 
without authority of the Board. With every bill of expense a voucher shall be 
returned, the form of which may be designated by the Finance Committee; 
but in all cases bills, before audit by the Finance Committee, shall be certified 
by the committee having the expenditure in charge. 
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13. No public school building or premises shall be rented or shall be 
permitted to be used or occupied tor any purpose whatever other than for 
school purposes. 

14. The school year shall consist of thirty-eight weeks, beginning on the 
first Monday in September. There shall be a vacation of two weeks at the 
Christmas Holidays and of one week in the Spring. 

15. The schools in charge of this Board shall be divided into feet 
grades, each grade representing one year’s work. 

16. The daily sessions shall be from 9 o’clock to 11:40 o'clock in the 
forenoon, and from 1:15 to 3:40 o'clock in the afternoon, provided that the 
Ist, 2nd, and 3rd grades be dismissed at an earlier hour. 

17. The text-books used and studies pursued shall be such as may be 
authorized by the Board. : 


Rates of Tuition to Non-Residents. 


18. Non-resident pupils shall pay in advance the following rates of 
tuition, and must present receipt therefor to the teacher at the beginning of 
each term before being received.

Duties of Superintendent. 


19. He shall exercise general supervision over all the schools, buildings, 
etc., and co-operate with all the standing committees in the execution of their . 
work. He shall have his office in Central School Building, and shall have 
regular office hours on school days trom 4 o’clock to 5 o’clock Pp. M. 

20. He shallhave authority to call meetings for the purpose of conferring 
with the teachers in respect to the best methods of discipline and instruction, 
and shall have the privilege of calling together at those meetings such classes 
of the schools as he may wish to employ in illustrating the principles pre- 
sented. 

21. He shall carefully observe the method of teaching and discipline of 
teachers and report to the Board of Education whenever he shall find a teacher 
incompetent in the discharge of his duties. He must hold teachers and janitors 
responsible for the proper discharge of their duties, and will himself be held 
responsible to the Board for the same. 
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22. He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Education, and shall 
have power to fill vacancies in case of temporary absence of teachers, and to 
suspend pupils tor the neglect of the rules and for misconduct. 


23. All directions from the Board to pupils or teachers shall be com- 
municated through the Superintendent. 


24. At the close of the school year he shall deposit in the office of the 
Board all records and registers used during the year, and make to the Board 
such report of the condition, progress and wants of the Schools as it may 
require. 


& 


Principals. 


25. It shall be the duty of Principals to have general management of the 
schools under their charge; to strictly enforce the rules and regulations of the 
Board, and maintain proper discipline; to carry out the directions of the 
Superintendent and make (with his approval) such special rules as m.y be 
necessary for the preservation of good order in and about their buildings, 
~ which rules shall be communicated to the Board. 


26. To have the supervision of buildings, heating and ventilation, furni- 
ture and apparatus, and give directions to janitors for the proper care of the 
same. To see that such directions are fully observed, and in case any injury 
is done to school property to ascertain the person doing the same, and report 
at-once the name of the person and the extent of the injury to the Super- 
intendent. To report, at the close of the year, the amount and condition of 
the apparatus, and the number and condition of the reference books belonging 
to their respective buildings. 


27. To visit the different rooms in their respective buildings as often as 
their class duties will permit, for the purpose of observing the deportment 
and work of the pupils, examining classes, and giving such advice and direc- 
tions to the teachers as these observations may suggest, and to promptly re- 
port to the Superintendent any inefficiency on the part of the teachers. 


28. To classify all persons entering the school for the first time, and to 
promote pupils who are able to do the work of a higher class. 


29. To be in their respective school buildings half an hour before the 
opening of the school in the morning and at 1 o'clock in the afternoon, and 
to punctually observe the hours of opening and closing the schools. 


30. To suspend pupils, guilty of persistent resistance of authority, until 
the case can be reported to the Superintendent. Written notice of such 
suspension, giving cause for same, shall be at once sent to the parent and to 
the Superintendent. The Principal shall have power to reinstate a pupil after 
the first suspension only. He may insist on a personal application by the 
parent. In all cases when it is possible, previous warning should be sent to 
the parent. 
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Teachers. 


31. The teachers committee is instructed to recommend for positions in 
our schools only those who are known to be very strong in the work of teach- 
ing as shown by successful experience, or who hold diplomas from well 
accredited Normal Schools and have shown marked promise of ability to teach. 

32. Schedule of salaries for teachers in the grades is as follows, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Board.

payable in ten equal installments. The Board reserves the right to increase 
for special merit’ or extraordinary success the salary of any teacher. This 
may be done at any regular meeting by unanimous vote. 

33. The tenure of office of all teachers shall be at the pleasure of the 
Board, and superior qualifications as to moral character, literary attainments, 
industry and practical skill shall be specially regarded in their employment 
and continuance. They shall have the right to resign only when two weeks’ 
notice of such intention is given, and the Board reserves the right (as pro- 
vided by statute) ‘‘to dismiss and remove any teacher whenever in their 
opinion he or she is not qualified to teach, or whenever from any cause the 
interest of the schools: may, in their opinion, require such removal or dis- 
missal.’’ = 

34. Teachers shall bein their school rooms before the opening of the 
school at least twenty minutes in the morning and fifteen minutes in the 
afternoon. Teachers not present in accordance with this rule shall so report 
to the Superintendent. ss 

35. No agent or messenger shall be allowed to read or announce, and no 
teacher shall, without the written permission of the Superintendent, read or 
announce any advertisement, notice of meeting, or public entertainment. or 
allow any advertisement or notice to be distributed in school or on the schoo 
premises. 

36. Teachers are not expected to use text-books during such recitations 
as have been prepared from text-books by the pupils, and should use them as 
little as possible at all times of recitation. . 

37. Teachers shall prepare a program of daily exercises to be kept 
posted in the room, and file a copy with the Superintendent immediately after 
the beginning of school in September, and shall promptly notify him of any 
change therein during the year. 

38. No teacher shall send pupils during the school hours upon errands 
not strictly pertaining to the Tusiness affairs of the school. 
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39. Any teacher may, with the consent of the Superintendent, have two 
days in each year to visit other schools for the purpose of observing the 
methods of instruction and discipline therein. 

40. It shall be the duty of teachers to practice such discipline in their 
schools as would be exercised by a kind and judicious parent in his family, 
always firm and vigilant but prudent. They shall endeavor, on all proper 
occasions, to impress upon the minds of their pupils the principles of morality 
and virtue, a sacred regard for truth, neatness, order, sobriety, industry and 
‘frugality. - They shall not receive any presents trom pupils, nor make presents 
to their Superintendent or Principals. . 

41. Teachers above the second grade shall make monthly reports to 
parents or guardians of the attendance, punctuality, deportment and scholar- 
ship of all pupils under their instruction.

The teachers are instructed not to accept any statement that a case is 
quarantined so long as the children remain in the house with a case of the 
disease. They are further instructed, in case there is any doubt about the 
convalescence of the pupil, to require a physician’s certificate that the 
re-admission of the pupil is not imprudent. 
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45. Every pupil, who shall be absent from or tardy to school, shall bring 
to his teacher a written excuse from his parent or guardian. ; 

46, Pupils shall not collect about the school building before 8: 15 o’clock in 
the morning, and must go directly home at the close of each session of school. 

47, They are forbidden to throw stones, snow balls, or missiles of any 
kind upon the school grounds or in the streets in the immediate vicinity of the 
school grounds, provided that Principals may give permission to play ball or 
to snow ball on portions of the school grounds designated by them. 

48. Pupils wishing to omit any prescribed study must obtain permission 
from the Superintendent before doing so. 

49. A-copy of the rules, together with each annual report, shall be sent. 
as soon as published, to each patron of the schools 


Janitors. 


50. Janitors shall devote their ‘time exclusively to the duties of their 
positions, have sole management of the heating apparatus of the buildings, 
acting under direction of the Principal. They must also attend to the follow- 
ing duties : 

To sweep thoroughly every school room, corridor and stairway at 
least once each day—the stairways and corridors oftener if necessary; and 
with a cloth or feather brush to remove all the dust every morning from the 
desks, tables, chairs, seats, etc. 

b. To keep snow off the steps and all the walks inside the school 
premises. 

c. To wash, when requested by the Principal, the stairs and corridors ; 
to wash the windows at least twice during the year—once at the spring 
vacation and once at the close of the summer vacation, and the woodwork 
at least three times each: year. z 6 

d. To keep the closets neat and pertectly clean, washing them as often 
as in the judgment of the Principal may be deemed necessary. 

e. To assist the Principal and Teachers in maintaining police regulations 
about the premises. 

f, To wind and regulate the clocks as often as is necessary; to ring the 
bell at proper times; to make all minor repairs by the direction of the 
Superintendent; to have the care of the school house and grounds at all hours 
and times—during school hours, out of school hours, and during vacations; to 
clean out the furnace flues and smoke ducts, and keep furnaces in proper 
order; to take charge of the trees, flowers and lawns; to keep premises in 
good order.
